The informant auded that the front of this store 
had the name Nationalist Youth League and that literature 
exhibited in the window indicated that this organization 
was cooperating with the Negro Nationalist Youth League 
at 3802 3rd Ave. He indicated that 3802 3rd Ave. is an 
old one story building on the corner of 171st St. with 
the caption, "African Universal Church and Commercial 
League Corporation". 

The informant added that he does not know who the 
members of this group might be and exactly what their 
connection with tho Nationalist Party is at this time. 
This informant said that recently a piece of machinery, 
which appeared to be a printing press, was delivered to 
the Nationalist Party Headquarters on E. 83rd St. He said 
also that EUSTACE 1TULLINS has been doing a lot of typing 
at this headquarters and it is believed that HOOKER may 
intend to do his own printing of leaflets, etc. on these 
premises,

Facts of complaint Comp> a student at Commerce HS, 155 W 66th St, NYC advised' fthat 
last Friday there appeared written on nna of the school walls " all Jews 
get out." Stated that that afternoon he . 1 l and two-other »f 

students had a discussion in the audio visual aids room with two-other ; b7C 
male students, names unknown. These two students talked against the Jews, 
said that Hitler was right in putting the Jews in ovens, "were agpnst ^ 
Zionism and one of the hoys said he was a Nazi". Comp:. statrecTthat.rthere 
may he 30 hoys of this group and from his experience in the past believed 
that there would he a blow up this next week . Stated that about 3 weeks 
ago they had D day v/hich was supposed to be a fight in which a number of 
st&dents and teachers were on the list but that the PD got there before any 
trouble insued. Stated that West Hooker is a former actor and rabble rouseif* 
One of the boys at the discussion gave him a card (enclosed) and did hot 
know that comp was of Jewish extraction. Comp said that he did not feel 
that this info was that of a squeeler but wanted his name kept confidential. 
Stated that this came up all at once and felt that the two boys were trying 
to get converts to their, way . of-thinking. Stated that they" said' that they 
had: been to meetings run„hy_Hooker_ and. apparently held him in high esteem. 
He described the two boys as: One age 15, 5-5", 130#, chubby, dark hair, 
One 17 years, dark long, hair, slim, small eyes, shifty look,.. He has seen the 
17 year old boy many times but his name is unk to him. Stab ed that there 
probably are students from othe^>-»ehnaLs_J.n this organization who will 
help out if there is any

This source indicated that HOOKER is holding 
informal meetings of the National Youth League on Friday 
nights at Party headquarters, 432 East 83rd Street, NYC. He 
said that these meetings are actually coffee telatches and 
that no formal meetings as such have been held. He added that 
HOOKER still is not attempting to sell electric appliances 
at the Party headquarters as he had frequently said he would 
do. He said the local police are continuing to check 
the premises at 432 East 83rd Street for violations and 
have frequently warned HOOKER that they would not stand for 
any trouble in this establishment.

A. General Activities of the Nationalist Party 

T-l indicated on July 2, 1956, that the 
Nationalist Party (NP) presently maintains headquarters 
at 344 East 83rd Street, New York City* He indicated 
that WEST HOOKER continues to maintain leadership of this 
group and appears to be the only person in a leadership 
capacity. He stated the rest of the Party members 
appeared to be youngsters in their teens who frequent 
the headquarters at East 83rd Street. 

T-l said that HOOKER has had little success 
in recruiting new members or In publicizing the activities 
of the Party. He added that no public meetings of this 
group have been held in recent weeks, but informal 
meetings are held at the headquarters on Friday evenings. 
He stated that no literature has been distributed by the 
Party, although HOOKER has indicated that Party literature 
would be printed at the headquarters on East 83rd Street. 

T-l indicated on May 23, 1956, that the NP 
had opened its new headquarters at 344 East 83rd Street, 
New York City, and that HOOKER had originally stated that 
they would sell electrical items at this store, but as 
yet there is nothing in the establishment except 
literature . 

T-l added that since the store opened, a 
great many Police officers have stopped in looking for 
violations, and advised HOOKER that they did not desire 
any trouble from this establishment. T-l added that the 
front of this store had a sign bearing the name Nationalist 
Youth League, and that literature exhibited in the window 
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indicated this organization was cooperating with the 
Negro Nationalist Youth League at 3802 3rd Avenue, New 
York City. T~l stated that 3802 3rd Avenue, is an old 
one story building on the corner of 3rd Avenue and lylst 
Street with the name African Universal Church and Commercial 
League Corporation.

T-l indicated on October 17, 1956* "Sha^ subject group 
continues to maintain headquarters at 344 East 83rd Street, 
New York City, under the name of the Nationalist Buyers 
Association; He stated that the group has been inactive 
politically for the past several months and that no sig- 
nificant advances had been made by the Party; He said 
that very little literature is now displayed at Party 
Headquarters and that WEST HOOKER no longer maintains 
leadership of the subject organization; He stated that 
HOOKER has become disgusted with the conduct of the 
members of the organization • and feels that they have let 
him down* T-l added that on several occasions, after 
members of the Party had visited HOOKER ' s home, HOOKER

1. Mee tings 

T-l indicated on August 7, 1956,, that JAMES 
MADOLE, Leader of the National Renaissance Party, had 
attended a meeting of the subject group on July 24, 1956. 
He indicated that about seven youngsters were in attendance 
and that WEST HOOKER had made a speech before this group. 
HOOKER also attempted to obtain help from the boys assembled , 
in paying the rent on the Party Headquarters. T-l added 
that HOOKER apparently is having no success in increasing 
the size of his organization or in achieving the aims of 
the Party. T-l further added that MADOLE had attended a 
meeting of the subject group on July 27, 1956, which was 
attended by about 14 youngsters, at which HOOKER read an 
article from the Bronx News concerning a case of distribu- 
tion of anti-semi tic literature.

T-l, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, indicated on May 9* 1956, that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) at present is a neo-Nazi, 
anti -Semitic, anti -negro organization with activities 
generally confined to the New York area. He said that its 
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principal activities consist of holding outdoor meetings, and 
the distribution of literature throughout the United States 
and abroad where it is reprinted by similar organizations* 
This source stated the NRP leader and founder is JAMES H. 
MADOLE and its principal financial contributor is FREDERICK 
WEISS, He said that at present, the Party membership is 
very small „ The April 1955 "National Renaissance Bulletin" 
official NRP publication, listed headquarters at 10 West 90th 
Street, New York City. 

The NRP was the subject of a preliminary report 
on Neo-Fascist and Hate Groups published by the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities on December 17* 1954* 
which stated that this neo-fascist group 1 s activities and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American.

Los Angeles files likewise disclose no information 
concerning FREDERICK JOHN KASPER and JESSE B, STONER not known 
to the Bureau and the offices of origin. 

It has, of course, been brought to this office's 
attention in the past few years that literature issued by 
certain of the above organizations, namely, the Christian 
Educational Association, the Christian Patriots Crusade, the 
National Citizens Protective Association, and the National 
Renaissance Party (most commonly the first mentioned), has been 
distributed, usually by unknown persons via mail and under 
circumstances indicating no effort to organize branches in the 
Los Angeles area. 

The literature concerning the National Renaissance 
Party has been invariably small, poorly done, mimeographed 
leaflets discovered during the past year inserted between the 
pages of books in school and public libraries in the Los Angeles 
vicinity, alluding to no local address or activities but 
attempting to interest the reader in subscribing to the organi- 
zation's "Bulletin." 
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Of possible Interest is a news article that appeared 
in the Los Angeles "Mirror News 13 dated January 18, 1955* which 
mentions that the National Renaissance Party had come to the 
attention of the House Committee on Un-American Activities,, which 
had, in a report on "hate groups", stated one JAMES R. WHITE, 
billed as an "organizer" for the NRP in Los Angeles, had been 
a guest speaker at a meeting of the NRP in Yorkville, New York, 
on June 26, 1953; that WHITE had allegedly organized a fully 
uniformed group "in his city" and had distributed thousands 
of copies of the NRP's "Bulletin." The article suggested the 
House Committee had given WHITE "unduly high notice," adding 
that "whatever activities he may have engaged in for the NRP 
in the past noxtf are pretty much discontinued, " and that in any 
event WHITE had departed Los Angeles to attend the Hastings 
School of Law in San Francisco. In connection with this news 
item, it is interesting that none such mentioned activities 
on WHITE'S part had previously come to this office's attention, 
and presumably were greatly exaggerated, if not total false- 
hoods. 

The following is submitted for the Bureau 1 s considera- 
tion in regard to the organizations mentioned in rebuairtel as 
existing in the Los Angeles area, along with two others which, 
file reviews show, fall in the category of "hate" mongers: 

CHRISTIAN NATIONALIST CRUSADE, aka

The CNC continues to maintain its mailing headquarters 
in Glendale, California and is, along with its various "paper" 
auxiliaries, the media through which GERAL D L. K. SMITH, aide d

COMPARET - his attorney), maintains the publication of racially 
biased propaganda and preserves his following through personal 
appearances at meetings held in Los Angeles and sometimes in 
the course of tours across the country. 

SMITH and his organizations have been the subject of 
continuous investigation by the Bureau for many years until as 
recently as last year. He has not been found to advocate that 
his followers engage in violence of any kind, or that violence 
be involved in the solution of any of the problems he presents 
to his audiences and readers. 



] who has maintained an active interest b7D 
for years "in SMITH ^and the CNC) in view of his frequent 
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meetings at the Embassy Auditorium in Los Angele&, stated on 
October 20, 1958, that SMITH and his associates, including the 
former California Klan leader, Rev. WESLEY SWIFT, have never 
committed themselves to a course of violence. He said that 
SMITH'S organizations are not membership organizations but 
are only "paper" organizations, and thrive on the sale of 
literature, almost entirely of SMITH'S own production, and 
the contributions from his audiences at meetings and- others 
who approve the tenor of his literature and accede to .his fre- 
quent appeals for funds. (His CNC, as a "national political 
committee " makes regular reports to Congress under the Federal 
Corrupt Practices Act, listing the names of those who contri- 
bute over $100. ) 

He stated SMITH 1 s activities are always open and 
aboveboard, and his character is such that were he to be 
approached by the authorities he would more than likely turn 
over the keys to his office, to the embarrassment of his inter- 
viewers. It is this openness, coupled with his unique oratorical 
and organizing abilities, and an excellent sense of discretion 
in relation to the legality of his movement, that has permitted 
him to endure as the pre-eminent public crusader of a "white 
Christian America." His continued success remains dependent 
on these considerations, and his being involved in any way 
with the illegal activities of violence, such as the bombings 
in the South, would be his downfall. In other words, he has 
too much to lose to involve himself in such activities.

to his associates, including SWIFT, over whom SMITH exercises 
personal direction. Moreover, SWIFT is too intelligent a man 
to have not come to realize with the passing of time that the 
course most conducive to his own interests (if he qver thought 
otherwise) is one of avoiding similar Involvement.

cating that SMITH and his associates are not of such a 
radical nature as to present a potential for violence, 
except, of course, insofar as deep-seated, racial ill-feeling 
is engendered in some readers of his literature. In inves- 
tigating SMITH and his associates to ascertain whether the 
above-mentioned presumptive pattern does not apply equally 
to their activities when outside of California, it would 
seem necessary to establish a source among SMITHsinner 
staff which, it is believed, would constitute a grave risk 
of embarrassment to the Bureau, because it is apparent 
that the interests of each associate is the interest of all. 
Other investigative steps, it is believed, could hardly 
achieve the primary purpose for initiating investigation. 

The Bureau is requested to advise whether it 
desires the risk be undertaken, nevertheless, or whether it 
is thought a direct approach to SMITH an d/or any of his 
associates, and for that matter |~ \ WILLIAMS and COURTOIS, 

for any Information they may have neara in connection with 
the southern bombings, is not warranted. SMITH may, in 
the past, have ridiculed the idea of the FBI' Investigating 
him and his organization(s), but it is not recalled that 
he has been critical of the Director or the FBI. 

This Office will, in addition, review its files 
to identify certain individuals who may 
have participated in Klan activities years ago to 
establish their present activities and to determine if 
they might properly be considered within the Bureau's program.

"In the beginning the Silver Shirt movement appeared, 
to be purely religious with no political element present. 
Around 1937 - 38 the scripts began to deal with the manner in 
which the Jews controlled international finance and became 
anti-Semitic. During the meetings the Regional Director would, 
first read a script written by PELLEY and after this discussion 
of the script was had among the members. No large meetings of 
the Silver Shirts were held, in Reading. In 1935 or 1936 
PELLEY's headquarters at Asheville, N. C, advised, us of a 
meeting of the ant i -Communist group in the Broadwood. Hotel 
in Philadelphia. 

"Meetings of the Silver Shirts in Reading continued 
for around, a year and. a half and then ceased. I do not know

The files of the Philadelphia Office reflect that 

a prolific letter writer and distribtor of 



various types of an ti-Semitic and anti-Negro literature, has 
been connected with the White Citizens Council (WCC). There is 
no information indicating the existence of a formal WCC organi- 
zation in Philadelphia. In this connection, however, the Pg lla ~ 
delphia Tribune," a Negro newspaper, in its issue of 10/21/50, 
Page 1, Column 2, contained an article captioned, "Race Hate 
Fanatics Make Jews, Negroes Targets of Attacks." This article 
states that a "fanatical white segregation group has been or- 
ganized in the heart of West Philadelphia with the aim of 
terrorizing and persecuting the Negro and Jewish citizens of 
this city." The article continues that the "Philadelphia Tri- 
bune" has learned through "extremely reliable sources" that an 
officer of the White Citizens Councils of the South has opened 
a branch headquarters in the vicinity of 44th and Locust Streets, 
an interracial community. From an apartment in this area, not 
further identified, the local "president" of the group reportedly 
has mailed out thousands of pamphlets and letters to white resi- 
dents in which Negroes and Jews are defamed. 

The pamphlets urge that the reader join in the "race- 
hate organization" which has as its first mission the destruction 
of the National Association for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) in Philadelphia, and, secondly, the passage of legislation 
which would bring about segregation in local restaurants, theaters, 
hotels, public housing, and churches. The article states that while 
the group has little hope of achieving its two major objectives, it 
has, "nevertheless, managed to recruit several hundred members into 
the race baiting cult."

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While the article failed to identify the local organizer 
or give the exact address of the WCC, it described the local or- 
ganizer as a "diminutive, cringing, furtive man who moved into the 
West Philadelphia apartment about three years ago. Last year he 
reportedly ordered and received 100 White Citizens Council member- 
ship cards from Texas. He has, on occasion, also received large 
batches of membership cards from Alabama, Mississippi, and Georgia. 
This individual also reportedly receives copies of White Citizens 
Council periodicals from Jackson, Miss., which are described as 
"the most inflammatory of all which are permitted to go through 
the mails. " 

The article states further that several weeks ago, the 
local organizer placed a shingle outside his apartment house door 
proclaiming himself as the local representative for the National 
Association for the Advancement and Improvement of White People. 
Criticism by white and Negro residents of the neighborhood was so 
intense that he removed the shingle after allowing it to remain 
outside his apartment door for only one day. 

In connection with the above, the Philadelphia Office, 
on October 23, 1958, through SA EDWARD A. SMITH contacted U. S. 
Post Office Inspector in Charge A. J. HARKINS on the above. He 
stated his office has received no information or complaints re- 
garding literature being mailed which emanated from the area of 
44th and Locust Streets. He stated he will advise this office 
immediately of any information whatsoever concerning this matter, 
particularly any data which identifies or will help to identify 
the local "president." 

On 10/24/58, Officer MAX WEISS, of the "Gang Control 
Unit," Juvenile Aid Division, Philadelphia Police Department, 
was apprised of the above by SAs EDWARD A. SMITH and OTIS L.

CHARLES JQSEPH DOMMER, SR., advised that he is 
self-employed as a sign painter and permanently resides 
at 232 Jersey Street, Staten Island, New York, which 
premise he also uses for business purposes, 

DOMMER stated that he is not familiar with the 
activities of the NATIONAL STATES RIGHTS PARTY (NSRP) and 
could furnish no information regarding it, having never heard 
of it* 

DOMMER said that he was familiar with the 
NATIONALIST YOUTH LEAGUE (NYL), which he described as an 
organization formed three or four years ago in New York City 
but which is no longer in existence. DOMMER said that the 
NYO was organized by WEST HOOKER and it went out of existence 
when HOOKER went to Italy several years ago. He said that 
it has never been reactivated to the best of his knowledge, 

DOMMER stated that he formerly resided in Yorkville 
and heard about the NYL there. He said that at the time it 
was his understanding that the NYL was an organization of 
ant i -Communist youth. He said that he became interested in 
the NYL for this reason. DOMMER advised that he visited the 
office of the NYL in New York City, exact location not recalled, 
but believed to be in the mid 80 ! s in Manhattan, because he 
wanted to be of some assistance to the young members of the NYL* 
He advised that after several contacts with these individuals, 
he realized that they were merely irresponsible youths and 
appeared to be interested only in causing trouble rather than 
engaging in any anti-Communist activities. DOMMER stated 
that he thereafter lost interest in the NYL and had no further 
contact with its members.

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DOMMER advised that he knew the NATIONAL RENAISSANCE

as MADOLE seemed to toe atoout the only active member . DOMMER 
said that he had attended several NRP meetings at MADOLE 1 s 
apartment, 10 West 90th Street, New York City. DOMMER advised 
that these meetings had been attended by about three to six 
individuals, including MADOLE,, and that he believed most of 
those in attendance came to ascertain the nature of MADOLE' s 
activities or from curiosity. He said that he belived that 
certain Jewish organizations in New York City are aware of 
MADOLE' s activities and the NRP and that they consider him to 
be harmless. 

DOMMER described MADOLE as a parson who is violently 
opposed to Jews and as one who advocates complete elimination 
of the Jewish people. DOMMER stated that he does not believe 
MADOLE is capable of violence, however, despite his radical 
feeling with regard to the Jewish people. DOMMER advised that 
he, himself, deplores violence. 

DOMMER said that he believes that the Jewish people, 
considering their very small numerical size, possess an excess 
of influence in world affairs and in the United States, 
particularly in the United States Government. DOMMER advised 
that he is not an atheist, that he attends church on Sunday 
and that he believes in the democratic processes inherent 
in the American system of government. DOMMER said that he 
feels that &ny action taken with regard to "the Jewish 
problem" should be taken in the American way and not through 
the use of force in any manner. 

DOMMER stated that he could furnish no information 
regarding any foreign connections, affiliations or financial 
backing on the part of JAMES MADOLE and stated that he 
seriously doubted the existence of any such connection. 
DOMMER stated that because he disagrees with the extremely 
radical approach of MADOLE, he has avoided him and has in 
fact had no personal contact with him for about two or three 
years.
